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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The examiner agrees with the applicants' arguments that their instantly claimed 
invention is patentably distinct over the closed prior art (Leture et al. 743). Leture et al. 
do teach adding CSH (calcium silicate hydrate) as a "slurry" but not as a powder. Even 
though applicants state that their invention can be added as either a powder or slurry 
(see [0020] of page 5 of applicants' specification] and be equally effective, Leture et al. 
teach away from adding CSH in the form of a powder. Leture et al. teach in column 3, 
line 61 , characteristic c that it is in the form of an aqueous suspension and that it is 
necessary to use the CSH product in aqueous suspension because "drying" (in other 
words forming a powder) would result in reagglomeration of the fine particles and a 
"loss in effectiveness" of the accelerating agent". Since it causes reagglomeration and 
especially a loss of effectiveness, Leture et al. teach away from applicants teaching that 
either a powder or slurry is equally effective. Leture et al. teach only that a slurry is 
effective and thus applicants limitation that the CSH is added as a "powder" is 
patentably distinct over Leture et al.
